This Agreement ("Agreement") is made and entered into by and between The Regents of the University 
of California on behalf of its Los Angeles campus ("University") and Members Identified as signatories to 
this agreement (hereinafter "Member" or "Members") and is effective as the date of the first signature 
("Effective Date"). This Agreement will govern the terms and conditions of Member's membership in the 
Center for Domain-Specific Computing ("CDSC"). 

1. Background and Research Areas 

To meet ever-increasing computing needs and overcome power density limitations, the computing 
industry has entered the era of parallelization, with tens to hundreds of computing cores integrated 
into a single processor; and hundreds to thousands of computing servers connected in warehouse- 
scale data centers. However, such highly parallel, generaZ-purpose computing systems still face 
serious challenges in terms of performance, energy, heat dissipation, space, and cost. In this 
consortium we look beyond parallelization and focus on domain-specific customization as the next 
disruptive technology to bring orders-of-magnitude power-performance efficiency improvement to 
important application domains. The current research emphasizes on accelerator-rich architectures, 
from single-chip design, to sever node integration, and to data-center level deployment. At the 
same time, CDSC is developing the automated compilation and runtime software to enable efficient 
programming and application development on such accelerator-rich architectures. 

The broader impact of this consortium will be measured by the new digital revolution enabled by 
customized computing. We will demonstrate the feasibility and advantages of the proposed 
research in the domain of healthcare, given its significant impact on the national economy and 
quality of life issues. In particular, we focus our effort on revolutionizing the roie of medicai imaging, 
computational genomics, and personalized cancer treatment in healthcare, providing much more 
cost-efficient, convenient solutions for preventative, diagnostic, and therapeutic procedures to 
dramatically improve healthcare quality, efficiency, and patient outcomes. The broader impact of 
this consortium also includes the integration of research and education, exposing graduate, 
undergraduate, and high school students to the new concepts and research from this project via 
several new courses jointly developed and shared by researchers in the Center for Domain-Specific 
Computing (CSDC). Summer research fellowship programs to support high school and 
undergraduate students will be provided by CSDC. Our goal is to train a new generation of students 
who are prepared for customized parallelization and computing, and can effectively apply such 
techniques to many areas of our society, thus furthering the digital revolution. Special efforts are 
being made to attract underrepresented students at all levels via partnerships with campus 
organizations focused on diversity, such as the UCLA Center for Excellence in Engineering and 
Diversity. 

2. Term and Termination 

This Agreement will remain in effect for three (3) years from the Effective Date ("Term") or until 
terminated by all Members, v/hichever occurs first. University may terminate the Agreement at any 
time with thirty (30) days notice to Members. Any Member may terminate their participation in the 
CDSC for convenience by providing written notice of such termination to University ("Notice of 
Termination").

We will demonstrate the feasibility and advantages of the proposed 
research in the domain of healthcare, given its significant impact on the national economy and 
quality of life issues. In particular, we focus our effort on revolutionizing the roie of medicai imaging, 
computational genomics, and personalized cancer treatment in healthcare, providing much more 
cost-efficient, convenient solutions for preventative, diagnostic, and therapeutic procedures to 
dramatically improve healthcare quality, efficiency, and patient outcomes. The broader impact of 
this consortium also includes the integration of research and education, exposing graduate, 
undergraduate, and high school students to the new concepts and research from this project via 
several new courses jointly developed and shared by researchers in the Center for Domain-Specific 
Computing (CSDC). Summer research fellowship programs to support high school and 
undergraduate students will be provided by CSDC. Our goal is to train a new generation of students 
who are prepared for customized parallelization and computing, and can effectively apply such 
techniques to many areas of our society, thus furthering the digital revolution. Special efforts are 
being made to attract underrepresented students at all levels via partnerships with campus 
organizations focused on diversity, such as the UCLA Center for Excellence in Engineering and 
Diversity.

This letter better encompasses everything that needs to be 
defined to accept as a gift. They will probably also request an invoice. I've attached a sample. This is 
what I have used with them in the past. 

Also, please note, that since this gift is $450k, it will need to go to the Vice Chancellor's office for 
approval.

Membership Agreement 

This Agreement ("Agreement") is made and entered into by and between The Regents of the University 
of California on behalf of its Los Angeles campus ("University") and Members identified as signatories to 
this agreement (hereinafter "Member" or "Members") and is effective as the date of the first signature 
("Effective Date"). This Agreement will govern the terms and conditions of Member's membership in the 
Center for Domain-Specific Computing ("CDSC"). 

1. Background and Research Areas 

To meet ever-increasing computing needs and overcome power density limitations, the computing 
industry has entered the era of parallelization, with tens to hundreds of computing cores integrated 
into a single processor; and hundreds to thousands of computing servers connected in warehouse- 
scale data centers. However, such highly parallel, generoZ-purpose computing systems still face 
serious challenges in terms of performance, energy, heat dissipation, space, and cost. In this 
consortium we look beyond parallelization and focus on domain-specific customization as the next 
disruptive technology to bring orders-of-magnitude power-performance efficiency improvement to 
important application domains. The current research emphasizes on accelerator-rich architectures, 
from single-chip design, to sever node integration, and to data-center level deployment. At the 
same time, CDSC is developing the automated compilation and runtime software to enable efficient 
programming and application development on such accelerator-rich architectures. 

The broader impact of this consortium will be measured by the new digital revolution enabled by 
customized computing. We will demonstrate the feasibility and advantages of the proposed 
research in the domain of healthcare, given its significant impact on the national economy and 
quality of life issues, in particular, we focus our effort on revolutionizing the role of medical imaging, 
computational genomics, and personalized cancer treatment in healthcare, providing much more 
cost-efficient, convenient solutions for preventative, diagnostic, and therapeutic procedures to 
dramatically improve healthcare quality, efficiency, and patient outcomes. The broader impact of 
this consortium also includes the integration of research and education, exposing graduate, 
undergraduate, and high school students to the new concepts and research from this project via 
several new courses Jointly developed and shared by researchers in the Center for Domain-Specific 
Computing (CSDC). Summer research fellowship programs to support high school and 
undergraduate students will be provided by CSDC. Our goal is to train a new generation of students 
who are prepared for customized parallelization and computing, and can effectively apply such 
techniques to many areas of our society, thus furthering the digital revolution. Special efforts are 
being made to attract underrepresented students at all levels via partnerships with campus 
organizations focused on diversity, such as the UCLA Center for Excellence in Engineering and 
Diversity. 

2. Term and Termination 

This Agreement will remain in effect for three (3) years from the Effective Date ("Term") or until 
terminated by all Members, whichever occurs first. University may terminate the Agreement at any 
time with thirty (30) days notice to Members. Any Member may terminate their participation in the 
CDSC for convenience by providing written notice of such termination to University ("Notice of 
Termination"). Termination will be effective ("Effective Date of Termination") thirty (30) days from 
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receipt of Notice of Termination. The terminating Member shall pay Annual Membership Fees up to 
but not beyond Effective Date of Termination and shall be released from paying Annual Membership 
Fees in subsequent years. The provisions of Article 6, Confidentiality, will continue to be binding 
following termination. 

3. Annual Membership Fee 
Basic Membership 

During the Term, any basic levei member ("Basic Member") will provide to University a yearly 
payment of $75,000 for its membership in CDSC ("Basic Annual Membership Fee"). From time to 
time, during the Term, CDSC may increase its membership fees. However, Basic Member's Annual 
Membership Fee will not be increased during the Term. Any change to Basic Member's Annuai 
Membership Fee will not apply to previous membership periods, and can only be made by written 
amendment to this Agreement by duly authorized representatives of University and Member. 


Gold Membership 

During the Term, any gold level member ("Gold Member") will provide to University a yearly 
payment of $150,000 for its membership in CDSC ("Gold Annual Membership Fee"). From time to 
time, during the Term, CDSC may increase its membership fees. However, Goid Member's Annual 
Membership Fee will not be increased during the Term. Any change to Gold Member's Annual 
Membership Fee will not apply to previous membership periods, and can only be made by written 
amendment to this Agreement by duly authorized representatives of University and Member. 

Alternatively, the option of in-kind donations, for the value of Basic or Gold Membership, is available 
to membership organizations with less than 100 employees in lieu of traditional membership dues. 
Member will provide a price list of in-kind product value which is due annually based on the 
anniversary of the Membership Effective Date. 

Platinum Membership 

During the Term, any platinum level member ("Platinum Member") will provide to University a 
yearly payment of $500,000 or higher for its membership in CDSC ("Platinum Annual Membership 
Fee"). From time to time, during the Term, CDSC may increase its membership fees. However, 
Platinum Member's Annual Membership Fee will not be increased during the Term. Any change to 
Platinum Member's Annual Membership Fee will not apply to previous membership periods, and 
can only be made by written amendment to this Agreement by duly authorized representatives of 
University and Member. 

The initial membership fee is due 30 days from the Effective Date. Effective date is defined as the 
date member company signs agreement. The Annual Membership Fee for Member shall be due 
annually based on the anniversary of the Effective Date. Checks shall be made payable to UC 
Regents, indicating the purpose of the payment ("CDSC Membership"), should be sent to:

If required by the laws of People's Republic of China, Huawei shall have the right to deduct any 
withholding taxes imposed in the People's Republic of China on any payment to be made by Huawei 
to University from Consideration on behalf of University. In that case. University shall only be paid 
by Huawei the balance after such deduction from the Consideration to University's performance of 
the obligations under this Agreement. Upon University's request, Huawei shall submit to University 
official taxes receipts as such. 

Notwithstanding number the above, the total membership amount is 500,000 USD (including 
relevant China withholding taxes), the payment to be received by University is 500,000 USD. If it is 
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necessary to adjust total payment amount due to China withholding taxes, amount changes 
resulting from China tax law and regulation variation in future. University shali cooperate to enter 
into supplementary agreement as requested by Huawei. 

4. Program Management 

a. CDSC shall be directed by the CDSC management team, consisting of Dr. Jason Cong 
(director and PI) and 2-3 other faculty members at UCLA ("Management Team") and advised 
by the CDSC Advisory Board ("Board"). Representation on the Board is limited to two 
representatives (one primary and one alternate) of each Gold Member. 

b. CDSC intends to use Open Source underthe BSD license to disseminate its research results. 

c. Members shall have the opportunity to advise on the research topics, community outreach, 
and open source management of CDSC through representation on the Board. 

d. Priorities for the use of funds will be set by the Management Team with advisement from 
the Advisory Board. The Management Team will be the PI and co-PIs for funds managed at 
UCLA under this agreement. 

5. Membership Eligibility and Benefits 

a. All corporations and organizations with interest in CDSC research areas are eligible for 
membership. The CDSC Management Team may, subject to U.S. and State of California law 
and University of California policy, change or make exceptions to the eligibiiity criteria. 

b. Member will receive the following benefits in consideration of its support. These benefits 
will extend, upon Effective Date of this Agreement through the Term unless terminated 
earlier, to related companies of Member who agree to be bound by the terms of this 
Participation Agreement and who relate through at least 50% ownership-ln-common with 
the Member: 

All Members 

i. Each Member will receive all new and electronically archived CDSC technical 
reports, including theses and papers appearing in peer reviewed literature, as they 
are published, either by electronic means, or upon request, via hardcopy or physical 
electronic storage media. 

ii. Invitation to attend semi-annual research review meetings to review, assess, 
critique, and advise on recent, not yet published or publishable, research results. 

iii. The right to use and disclose, subject to University's valid copyright and patent 
rights, all reports, data, and information made availabie by CDSC, so long as CDSC is 
acknowledged as the source of this information, and Confidential Information is 
protected according to Article 7. 

iv. The opportunity to sponsor and fund separate projects with CDSC researchers after 
mutual agreement. Any joint or collaborative research conducted between the 
parties shall be defined and governed by such separate Sponsored Research 
Agreements. Intellectual property rights to inventions arising under such 
sponsorship will be defined by such separate agreement.
